Consantinople, Oct. 14, via London, 
yet 16,—An official statement issued 
tonight, at the Turkish war office was 
as follows:

Our fire damaged an enemy aeroplane, 
which fell east of Tuslajoel and finally 
was destroyed by our artillery. 
'Our artillery destroyed an enemy 
machine gun positioned near Ari Bur- 
nu. 
<, "PF,, observation detachment near 
Sedul Bahr inflicted heavy loss on the 
enemy's right wing after a surprise 
attack with hand grenades Tuesday 
night.

Hong Kong,-China, Oct. 16.—As the 
gateway to tne commerce of the Far 
Jiiast and England's most 
important 
stronghold in the Orient, Hong Kong 
feels, the effect of the European war 
more keenly than most of England's 
outposts. 
Being 
strongly 
fortified 
there is every reason wny an enemy 
should seek to make Shankhai less 
formidable. 


Ordinarily, ships are permitted 
to 
approach Hong Kong Island througn 
two channels which lead into the river 
harbor. 
One of these ia now closed 
and the- other channel 
is 
carefully 
guarded and swept daily for mines. 
.eJarly in the war a Chinese junk was 
discovered 
sewing 
names 
in 
the 
entrance to' the inner harbor. There 
have been 
constant rumors since 
then of the discovery of mine sweep- 
ers and other craft supposed to be m 
the hire of England's enemies. 
No momemeniB of ships are permit- 
ted . in 
Hong Kong harbor now at 
night and searchlishts constantly play 
over the waters to locate any one who 
has escaped tne vigilant police boats 
The 
lights 
also 
wander over the 
frowning mountains about the harbor 
entrance on. which disappearing guns 
are concealed. 


An American gunboat is the only 
warship in the port at present, and 
American gunboats alone patrol the 
Pearl river, leading to Canton, and 
afford protection to foreigners 
who 
have little faith in the Chinese navy 
but in ordinary 
times 
enjoy 
the 
protection of ships belonging to sev- 
eral of the European nations. 
Most of the English troops ordinari- 
ly stationed at Hong Kotig are also 
gone and their duties have Been taken 
over 
by the 
English home guard 
Hundreds of the Englishmen employ- 
ed by the various 
banks, shipping 
concerns and mercantilel houses have 
volunteered for this work so that the 
regulars might go to European battle- 
fields. 
Docks are guarded by these 
volunteerrs. 
The camp where hun- 
dreds of Germans and Austrians are 
interned is in charge o£ volunteers. 
Squads of the civilians may be seen 
drilling in various parts of the city 
preparatory to giving part of their 
time to guard duty. 


The English volunteers wear khaki 
Btiits with MorfolK jackets and short 
trousers whicn leave the knees ex- 
posed. Englishmen of ail ages may 
De seen walking about Hong Kong in 
these uniforms wnh the same pride 
the home guards in London and Liver- 
pool take in their unusual uniform 


Golf courses and tennis courts are 
deserted for the time being, as most 
of the abie-bodied men who have not 
returned to England are getting their 
exercise througn military duty 
Strict watch is kept upon all pass- 
engers entering or leaving-.the island 
el.Jher by bqat-or train, uuly/ persons 
•with passports or other proof'of their 
citizenship are. ..permitted 
to 
enter, 
and air; new-comers must report im- 
mediately to the police headquarters 
and make th'eir movements known to 
the. officers. 
Even English citizens 
leaving an English boat for the few 
hours it stops in Hong Kong on its 
way from England or India to Shang- 
hai or Japan must report to the police 
and obtain 
a 
permit to leave the 
island again. Recently scores o£ per- 
sons .who regarded this regulation as 
mere red tape. which could be over- 
j,00^60 have been left standing on the 
dock which their steamer moved out 
of the harbor.

er's crew were lost. 


Additional details in a subsequent 
dispatch said that the German craft 
moved in circles to avoid, the attack 
of the British submarine, which was 
bombarded heavily.

passed, and he would recover. He ITS* 
conscious until within five minutes, 
before he died, and told hlg wife bo. 
realized death was near. Until th« 
last few minutes he tried to cheer np: 
hie 
relatives and throughout the! 
greater portion of his illness encour- 
aged them with hope of his recovery. 
The determined struggle made by- 
Mr. SUekpole, who was Beventy-on« 
years old, and the unusual nature of' 
»re among human beings, attracted 
attention 
throughout 
the countrv. 
Physicians wached the case closely 
to observe the effect 
of anti-toxin, 
which was rushed here from the bu- 
reau of animal industry at Washing- 
ton, to combat the deadly anthrax 
germ. 


In all, one hundred and fifty cubla 
centimeters were injected in thre* 
or more periods. Following the third 
injection decided 
improvement wa» 
shown. 
Although 
ihe 
physicians- 
were greatly encouraged, they warned 
Mr. Stackpole's relatives that ther» 
was danger 
that his heart would 
yield to poison infection of the mal- 
ady.

Soldiers Make Rings iFrom "Raw Ma- 


terials" Obtained In the 'Fighting 


Unes. 


[SPECIAL TO THB OAZBTTB] 


Eastern France, Oct. 16. — If you 
need a fad and would like to become 
a ' collector," here is a free sugges- 
tion: 
Start a collection of trinkets 
made by French troopers on the fir- 
ing line.. 
Starting with finger- rings in the 
spring, there are-a. few things the 
warriors are not making between 
bayonet charges and 
dodging big 
shells. Aluminum, brass, copper and 
nickel in the German shells hurled at 
the French usually are the "raw ma- 
terials." Bullets, empty shells, shell- 
clips, coins, buttons, insignia, buckles, 
belts, hand grenades, also are used 
The most popular curio is the alumi- 
num ring. Scarcely a soldier is with- 
out at. least one. These are made by 
cuttnlg off a cross-section 
of 
the 
aluminum fuse-tubing inside German 
shels and whittling or filing it to de- 
sired design. These are numerous 
and some are of beautiful workman- 
ship, engraved with professional skill. 
Some of the soldiers are, of course, 
Jewellers: 


A popular design is the signet with 
a 
crown, 
cut 
from 
the Prussian 
Guard's brass button, inset. 
These 
rings are much sought- 
:• 
Others are serpents 
• wearing 
the 
spiked German helmet, the 
French 
War Cross in coppet inset,-the Cross 
of Lorraine; the thistle of Alsace, etc. 
Ink stands made from hand gren- 
ades with crossed cartridges as pen- 
racks and mounted on a shell frag- 
ment are fashioned, while ink-stands 
made from the time-fuRe cap of Hie 
famous soixante quinze shells are nifty 
souvenirs for women at home. Car- 
tridges with the bases joined, holding 
a pencil in one end and a pen in the 
other and pen-racks made simply of 
American 'special" barbed wire cut 
from entanglements are quite au fait, 
as fashion writers at home say. 


One of the nicest articles is'a break- 
fast gong made of the brass bases of 
shells of large calibre. Suspended pn 
a woolen cord, like bells, and tapped, 
they s$ve forth a very pleasant tone. 
Watch fobs are made of 
leather 
from German officers' belts with, a 
gold-plated button for fob or a fob 
made of bronze, brass, nickel or alu- 
minum, any desired shape. 
Aeroplanes are made of German 
cartridge-clips 
with 
pfennigs 
for 
wheels Beer mugs in miniature are 
made of cartridge shells, and a dandy 
paperweight is fashioned of shell-fus- 
es or hand grenades with a grape- 
laden vine growing out of the orifices. 
The vines are made 
of telephone 
wires, the grapes from shrapnel bul- 


i lets. 
! 
From the mud of the trenches sol- 
Udier-sculptors are making all sorts 
i of statuettes, homorous and serious. 
The busts of Joffre and 
Poinacre; 
miniature Venuses and Mercuries, 
and comic Crown-princes and Kaisers 
are favorites. 
Dainty nicks, shovels, rifles, canon, 
and the like are made of brass or 
other metal. They are polished and 
finished to a point where any .iewel- 
er might handle them with pride. 
There is no limit to these "Made 
in tile Trenches" articles. The tools 
vary much as do the objects. Some 
of the men ha.ve a pocket-knife. Most, 
nowever, have managed to get hold 
of at least a file and a piece of emery- 
cloth. 
Sometimes, instead of merely filing 
a section of aluminum, the metal is 
molded after melting. The original 
rings were made this way: A raw 
potato was cut in half and a mold of 
the desired objtect made. Then the 
two halves were put together and the 
molten metal poured into the strange 
mold through an aperture. From this 
crude beginning, some of the men 


have developed complicated arrange- 
ments whereby two or three metals 
are combined to form all sorts of pat- 
terns, one upon another. 
The soldier isn't trying to make 
money with these things. It is rare- 
ly he will part with the proofs of his 
ingenuity. He makes them in his 
leisure time between battles or watch- 
ing at loopholes on the lips 'of the 
trenches. 
The work occupies his mind and 
the product usually finds its way to 
wife, sweetheart, mother, father or 
children. Much devotion, almost life- 
blood, goes into the trinket, for not 


infrequently its manufacture is the 
lust act. of the soldier before he goe* 
to death.

PRESS CENSORSHIP. 


-• " "Whatever is 
to 
be said for 
or 


against a vigorous press censorship 
.in time of war, there can be no.doubt 
as to the disapproval of the press it- 
•self, even where this censorship is 
exercised 
most 
mildly," says 
the 


Christian Science Monitor. "Where 
it is really drastic, as in France, pro- 
test is everywhere. 
The objections 


to it, whether mild or drastic, are in 
all cases much the same. The free- 
•dbm of the press, especially in those 
'countries where this freedom has been 
won after a great struggle, is guard- 
ed with a Jealousy only equaled by 
that exercised over the right of free 
speech. Basally the determination to 
guard this right, at all costs, is the 
.recognition 
of 
the 
necessity 
for 


•guarding the guardian.' The Farm 
Temps, in an article vigorously sup- 


• porting the petition, recently issued 
by the Figaro against the censorship, 
put this aspect of the question quite 
forcibly. 
Since the 
Chambers, le 


.Temps declared, have been able to 
insure their right of control over the 
action of the government, is it not 
just that public opinion, through the 
press should be able to insure the 
same for itself? 
The liberty of the 


•press, it adds, is equally necessary 
with the liberty of the courts of jus- 
tice. 


"In a. question so open to debate, 


and so openly debated, there is much 
call for caution in offering comment. 
It is safe, however, to assume' that 
here, as in so much else, the nearest 
approximation lies in a just middle 
course, somewhere between the ex- 
travagant nights of the 'trust the peo- 
ple' cry, put forth so earnestly in a 
certain notorious section of the Brit- 
ish press, and the drastic measures 
lately adopted in France, where, as 
claimed by le Temps, the censor's 
power i? being used 10 suppress all 
political comment and all criticism 
of the action of the government or 
parliament.

Warring Europe Authorized Leading 


Women of World (to Say that a 


Peace Conference It Wanted.

New York, Oct. 15.—Warring Eu- 
rope has authorized the leading wom- 
en of the world to say that it wants 
a Peace Conference of Neutral Na- 
tions if it is Jed by the United States. 
Three neutral nations have agreed. 
Two are 
considering. The 
United 
States has not decided. 
The authorized official of every na- 
tion now at war authorized', this'state- 
ment by the International Congress 
of AVomen at The Hague, after an 
authorized delegate of the congress 
conferred with him. 
These facts are 
contained In a 
statement Issued here today by The 
International Committee of 
Women 
for 'Permanent Peace, with a copy of 
The 'Hague Women's Congress Man- 
ifesto to the governments of Europe 
and the 
President 
of the 
United 
States, attached. 
In their joint report the leading 
members of these 
two 
delegations 
unite .in elating that the evidence and 
assurances given them have convinc- 
ed them that the belligerents would 
not consider such a conference un- 
friendly, and that the neutrals would 
not be unwilling to act, if first as- 
sured of American co-operation. 
The delegates were not at liberty to

Devises New Box to Keep Mail 


Matter in Order. 


J. B. Cullen, a Milwaukee mail car- 
rier, son of Mr. and Mrs. George Cul- 
len, of South Main street, has invent- 
ed a new style letter box which is 
designed to keep mail in order, saving 
time for the carrier and. at the post- 
office, providing the public follows ; 
directions. 
The box is designed to j 
keep all matter faced as it was when 
placed in the box. It has been tried 
out at the Milwaukee postofflce and 
found to be mchanically perfect, and 
when given its first public trial on 
Wednesday stood the test, the public 
following the instructions pasted on 
the box to the letter. 
. 
. . 
..The instructions tell, the-, person 
about, to post, a letter to keep mail- 
matter address side up, and on the 
door of t.he slot, are further instruc- 
tions t.o keep the stamp to the right. 
Opening of the slot prepares the in- 
ner mechanism for the m'ail and the 
closing of the door completes the me- 
chanical operation. 
When the carrier 
arrives all mail is properly faced in a 
stack. This stack is taken direct to 
the cancelling machine, escaping the 
sorting room and its possible long de- 
lays. 
Any attempt on the part of any 
person to fool 
the 
machine by im- 
proper mailing is discovered at the 
first throwing table, -where mail is 
divided according- to destination, and 
matter improperly mailed Is sent back 
to the cancelling machine, causing a 
delay which, through train schedules, 
might hold up delivery of those pieces 
a whole day. 
Mr. Cullen says if all the, boxes in 
the city were of this type the storting 
table, which now employs eight men 
in the main office and others in propor- 
tion to business at all of \he branches, 
could be -eliminated, with a conse- 
quent saving in time.-

Do Not Wish to Make Yuan-Shl-Kal 


Emperor.—Conditions .of This 


District of Chinese 


Empire.

China does not take kindly to the' 
movement

make Yuan Shi-Kai, 
Emperor. Southern China, in fact, 
seldom takes kindly to any movement 
emanating from tbe northern part of 
tha republic..

"T. Atkins was wounded one night 


in an advanced position near Hill 60 
by a piece of flying shrapnel, which 
fractured his thigh." "writes Mr. Doe: 
"A few minutes later another

serious inconvenience that Mr. Atkins 
had undergone that day. ' In a.n hour 
or 50 he regained consciousness to 
find two stretcher-bearers endeavor- 
ing to excavate him and give him tem- 
porary relief until he could be car- 
ried down to a first-eld post.

"Tommy was slowlv lifted on to a

cd for a sufficient length of time to 
permit Tommy to be laid out in its 
nauseating atmosphere and receive 
the tender ministrations of a surgeon 
who had been operating continuously 
day and night for the last four day*). 
After the injured member had .been 
set and a splint'(made of a conveni- 
ent packing box'cover) had been ad- 
justed Tommy was carired to an out- 
lying ward in a room next to that in 
which eight members of the Lein- 
sters had been killed and twenty-two 
wounded by a single shell the day be- 
fore. 
This was the restful 
quarter 
where Tommy was put 
to recover 
from the shock of his wound, hia ex- 
periences in the trenches, and his 
journey down. 


"After lying awhile outside the hos- 
pital door, listening to the reverber- 
ation of the heavy artillery firing from 
the town, Tommy finally was loaded 
into a car and began a thirty-mile ride 
to Hazebrouck.
